Police Thinks He Surprised

James J. Downs, sixty-five years
old, of 0834 Kingeessing avenue, n
night watchman, was found brutndly
murdered at 9:30 o'clock this morn-
fug, his body jammed jn a pantry of
the residence of Bdmund Waterman
Dwight, retired mavoufacturer, at Gor-

mantown  and Sunzet aveoucs, In
Chestunt M,

Indicntions are that he wos nur-
dered  while  defending the property

ugainst robbers, who forced an entrance
to the home late Saturday night or
early Sunday morning,

A bullet had pierced his left bronse,
und his #kull had been fractured by a
blow from a blunt instrament which
left u =calp mark just behind the left
car. Surgeons s ay the ‘man had been
dead Awenty-four hours before he was
Aiscovered, .

Moutin - Dalton, thiety years old,
enrciaker of the residence, discovered
Downs's body ufter he had searched
every room in the home.

A vellar door ut the rear had been
forced.  Entering the cellar, Dalton
made his way to a stairway, which leads
to the first floor of the Dwight home.

Saw Feet Protrudiog

An ha monuted .the staire, Dalton
found n pancl smashed, from the door
separating the basement from the main

tloor,
Dalton saw that the buredus and
closgts of the home had been  ran

racked. e made n eareful sarvey of
the three floors, beginning on the first,
and eontinuing to the servants’ quarp-
ters on the thipd foor,

It was pot uyntil he retorned to the
first floor that Dalton saw a man's
feet protruding from n paotry. which
fronts on the main hallway of the resi-
denee,

Imlton +thought. thht some dranken
man had entered the house und, ofter
ransackiog it, had fallen osleep in the
closet, He summoned hils  assistant,
Charles JKessler, of 1547 Vine street,
who was working in the goarden.

Together, the men entered the eloxet
where Dalton was lyving, aod made the
discovery that he had been murdered,

The man's arms were crooked, and
raieed above his head io n defensive
posture,

In a pool of blood at the win's side
lay his wateh, which had stopped with
the hands peioting at 3:50 o'elock,
Ic is believed the man wus murdered
ut that time yesterday morning. The
man's nssailants did not disturb 85,50
in Dalton's pocket, but n revolyer,
which he always carvied while on duty,
was wissing.

Was Former Policeman

Dovwns was emploved us u wateh-
mun by several residents of Chestout
Hill. He was a {ormes policomuan ot
the Thinl and De Laoeey streets sta-
tion, and had been cuployed by Mr,
Dwight for eight years.

Mr. Dwight used the Chestunt T
property. as a summer vesidence,  Flis
winter home ix at 1720 Walout street.
At present he is in Europe,

It is believed that Downs was pnss-
ing through the grounds of the estate
sometime Saturday night or enrly Bun-
day morning, when he snw the flicker of
n lighted candla through the windows,
Candle grease was found oo wll thrpge
flonrs.
